‘Washington, D. Feb. 
term notes, maturing in from one to 
five years, would be offered in the 
forthcoming Victory Liberty loan cam- 
paign, instead of long term bonds, un- 
der a tentative agreement reached to- 
day by the house ways and means 
committee to fix the terms of the 
loan by legislation rather than to give 
Secretary Glass wide discretionary 
powers to determine them, as he had 
asked. 

At the same time Secretary Glass in 
a statement explained that the in- 
tensive popular campaign would be 
conducted as planned, regardless of 
the terms arranged by congress, and 
that it would start not later than 


Fear Effect on Market. 

The secretary had asked congress to 
issue either bonds or notes, as market 
conditions at the time might warrant, 
but members of the committee con- 
cluded that a new loan issue would 
necessarily carry with it such a high 
rate of interest that financial markets 
might be epveresty affected for some 
time. 

Under the tentative agreement of the 
committee Secretary Glass would be 
given discretion of issuing any one or 
several of four kinds of notes, to be 
prescribed by the legislation. The quan- 
tity of these nonnegotiable securities 
would be limited to probably $7,000,- 
000,000, of which the treasury now 
plans to issue only about $6,000,000,000. 

Four Plans Proposed. 

The principal features of each of the 
four kinds of notes proposed would be 
as follows: 

One class would be at a low rate of 
interest, possibly 4 per cent, and ex- 
empt from all federal taxation; one 
would be at a comparatively high rate, 
possibly 5 per cent and subject to all 
federal taxes; a third would beer a 
modetate rate of interest-—-4% per cent 
was suggested—and be exempt from 
normal income tax levies; the fourth 
would be exempt from taxation up toa 
certain amount. 

In denomination the notes probably 
would correspond withthe past Ljb- 
erty loans, ranging from $50 up. 

The ways and means committee also 
decided tentatively not to increase the 


authorization for issuance of bonds} 


from about $5,000,000,000 to $10,000,- 
000,000. This means that the treas- 
ury still would have power to issue up 
to five billions in Liberty bonds at 
the 4% per cent rate of the last two 
loans, and with the same terms. 

Sets Loan Campaign Date. 

Secretary Glass’ statement, issued 
tonight after announcement of the 
ways and means committee’s action, 
said: 

“The Victory Liberty loan cam- 
paign will begin not later than April 
21. The requirements of the treasury 
are imperative and cannot be financed 
without such a campaign. The form 
and terms of the securities to be is 
sued remain to be determined.

A Contrast in Charleroi. 

On the streets of Charleroi I saw a 
woman of middle age plodding through 
the snow. Across her shoulders was 
a crude wood yoke. from either end 
of which was suspended a pail of coal 
gleaned from a convenient dump at the 
mouth ofa mine. At her side trudged a 
boy of 8, grinning as he looked into his 
mother’s face, and kicking the snow 
about, boy fashion, with the toes of 
his wooden shoes. . 

There was no need to ask where the 
father and husband was. He was 
somewhere out there, under the white 
battlefields. Germany will be expect- 
ed to do something for this boy and 
this woman. Multiply them by 20,000 
—by 60,000—and you will have only 

a fragment of the value of the once 
scrap of paper.” 


May Take Years. 

People speak blithely of the rehabili- 
tation of Belgium. Pluck and per- 
sistence will soon have her on her 
feet. But will Belgium by any amount 
of spirit and fortitude fetch herself 
back so soon? 

Brand Whitlock, United States min- 
ister to Belgium, pointed out to me 
the danger of forming impressions 
based on Brussels, and taking his cue, 
I looked elsewhere. 

First I went to Niveile, where I was 

told could be seen the great factories 
which had been stripped clean of ma- 
chinery by the German invaders. I 
motored out in company with a mem- 
ber of the committee on Belgian re. 
lief. The car works at Nivelle pfob- 
ably form the best illustration of what 
the German occupation inflicted on 
Belgium. 
| Great Plant Stripped. 
This great plant employed 1,000 
men before ‘the war. The Germans 
came and took possession in 1914, 
They used the shop as long as they 
needed it. Then they stripped it. 
Not only did they demount and carry 
off huge engines, boilers and machines, 
put they dismantied the roofs and 
walls and carried them away to Bru- 
ges, Hamburg, and Strasbourg. 

Ready made walls and roofs of steel, 
masonry and glass they set up again 
within their own frontiers, as shelters 
for their aviation equipment, and right 
good shelters they certainly made.

SPEED TREATY 


Frame Final. Truce 
as Part of the 


PARIS, Feb. 18.—[By the Associated 
Press.J}—There is a marked feeling 
among some of the representatives af 
the supreme council of the peace con- 
ference that the time for talk is past 
and that the present need is action for 
getting back to a peace basis. , 

This movement is taking form in the 
most responsible British, American, 
Italian, and French quarters and 
promises to yield definite results within 
the next few days. 

The first stage will be in the perma- 
nent armistice plan, which Marshal 
Foch will present within a fortnight, 
taking the place of. the short term 
armistice announced yesterday. 

These permanent terms will be the 
preliminary steps toward peace and 
will be incorpo 1 Into the peace 
treaty to follow. This will bring a 
peace treaty measurably within sight.

U. S. Canal Protection.

It is 
understood the agreement concerning 
the dismantling of the fortifications of 
Helgoland and of the Kiel canal wil! 
have some reservations from Ameri- 
can quarters, so as not to establish a 
precedent for the nonfortification of 
canals and waterways wholly within 


Hell Gate, the Cape Cod canal, and 
the systems of canals running paralie! 
with the Atlantic coast line.

This great iron works represented a 
value of 35,000,000 before the war and 
2,500 men were employed there. . 

Not in the first flush of easy triumph 
over the tiny country; not in the hurly- 
burly haste of withdrawal from Bel- 
gtum after the armistice were these 
Charleroi tndustries demolished. The 
work of destruction, apparently com- 
mitted for the sheer joy of destroying, 
was conducted in 1917 and 1918, princi- 
pally the latter year. At that @ it 
appeared to Germany she held Belgium 
for keeps. What prompted her to shat- 
ter what she considered her owr. is‘a 
point in German psychology which Ger- 
many will have to explain.

Mathias Erzberger, president of the German 
armistice commission, says that the Saar valley 
contains another war. “The Saar valley is now a 
part of Germany. It is wanted by France. The 


the French to have it. The French decidedly want 
it. We think they will get it. 

The British want the French to have the Saar 
valley because this valley contains coal deposits 
needed for industries. If the Saar valley remains 
in the hands of the Germans, German industry 
retains a source of materials needed in industry 
and sooner or later may be expected to assert 


France is a smaller and less aggressive nation 
than Germany and is, moreover, politically allied 
with Great Britain. The British would take from 
an enemy, naturally, and give to a friend. 

Much of Europe is impoverished, continental 
Europe, in coal and fron. The marginal islands 
of Europe are rich, some in minerals, some in coal, 
some in both. 

Great Britain has coal and minerals. Upon them 
Great Britain has built the British empire. But 
continental Europe does not have them where the 
great congestion and industrial enterprises of 
Lurope are. 

Great Britain had to furnish France and Italy 
with coal during the war. Germany could fur- 
nish coal to Switzerland in exchange for live stock 


Germany has had it has been able (> meet the 
British in world industrial competition and to exist 
during a long, intense war. } 

Early German attacks gave the Germans Bel- 
gium, northern France, and the French iron fields 
of Briey. These fields, with metals from Scan- 


dinavia and metals from the roofs of German struc-} 


tures, enabled the central empire to continue the 
war as it was continued. 

They were ready for the initial successes, and, 
having obtained these successes, they were put 
in command of the mineral and industrial fields of 
thelr enemies. Now France, realising that these 
fields, upon which not only military but industrial 
success depends, lie exposed to the enemy, is ask- 
ing for frontier corrections which not only will 
protect what has been French, but will give her 
what has been German. 

It is understood that the population of the Saar 
valley is German. Except as a part of imperial- 
istic France, which expanded or restricted its 
irontiers as French armies were successful or un- 


“When the French stood on the Rhine it was a 
part of France. But the people are German. It 
may be just, considering what Germany intended 
to do and tried to do, to take it away from Ger- 
many and give it to France. This may be the 
disposition made of the Saar valley. It is more 
probably the disposition to be made of it because 
the British would’prefer that the French had these 
resources rather than the Germans had them. 

Remember that an exhausted nation will recover 
itself within twenty-five or fifty years; that new 
population which has had no experience with suf- 
fering will have been born and will be in control, 
and that national diplomacy thinks in terms of 
centuries. The British and the French have 
nothing to fear from the Germans now. But the 

Germany of fifty years from now may be as pow- 
erful and as belligerent as the Germany of five 
years ago. 

If the Saar valley goes to the French there is 
another irredenta in Europe—the Germania irre- 
denta—an irredenta of not only sentimental but of 


great material value. It contains not only the| 


emotions but the real life of a nation. The British 
empire could not have existed in these later days 
without coal and coal stations. This German irre. 
denta will live in German necessities and in Ger. 
man imaginations when unborn’ Germans have 
come to voting and fighting age. 

This certain prospect is no sufficient reason 
why the French should not have the Saar valley, 
‘The Germans took Alsace-Lorraine and failed, from 
some failure of Bismarck's wil] or foresight, to 
take the Briey iron basin. They perpetuated the 
revenge. They might as well have had the iron. 
The spirit of revenge animated France. The loss 
of the iron would have weakened the French. The 
Germans gave them the animation, but allowed 
them to retain the tron. 

Possibly it is just as well if the Germans are 

to be bred to a spirit of revenge for the next fifty 
years that the coal be taken away. from them, 
but what Americans cannot safely ignore is the 
fact that the Saar valley is a valley of fear. 
We did not keep out of this war. We did not 
keep out because we were trafficking in the war 
and were not fitted to fight it. We had axioms 
and no artillery; we had mora] insistence and no 
infantry; we had rfforal demands and no machine 
guns; we had grievances and no noxious @ases. 

If France and Great Britain take the Saar valley 
from Germany we have no moral objection. Ger.

FORD FACING TWO WAYS. 

The publicity committee of the Republican na- 
tional organization has revealed and emphasized 
a fact regarding the candidacy of Henry Ford 
for the United States senate. The contest between 
Mr. Newberry, who on the face of returns was 
elected senator by the voters of Michigan, and Mr. 
Ford was not to hinge upon the general election. 
It was to be decided in the primaries. The election 
whs to be foreclosed. . 

The primary system in Michigan is, we think, 
a bad system. It may contemplate a free and 
liberal expression of popular opinion, but it permits 
a candidate to be on any ticket or all tickets. Mr. 
Ford ran as a Democrat. He ran as a Republican. 
If he won on the Republican ticket he would have 


cratic. He would not declare before the result 
whether he was a Republican or a Democrat. 
After the primary election, if he had been nom!- 
nated both as a Democrat and as a Republican, 
he would have been obliged to declare his political 
affiliation. He had no opposition at the Democratic 
primary that needed any consideration. The only 
contest the primaries gave him on either ticket 
was that which Commander Newberry successfully 
gave him for the Republican nomination. New- 
berry beat him because the Republicans of Michi- 
gan would not stand for the particular kind of 
double crossing which was being worked in the 
primary and because they preferred a man whose 
family was in the war to one whose family was 
out of it. And, moreover, they wanted a Repub- 
lican as a Republican candidate and not a man 
who didn’t know whether he was a Republican or 
a Democrat and couldn't remember the last time he 
voted. 

Now, if Mr. Ford -had been successful in getting 
the Republican nomination as well as the Demo- 
cratic, what, as the Republican publicity commit- 


tee inquired, would have happened? Mr. Ford 


And the Democratic organization in Michi- 
gan, thoroughly controlled by the Ford influences 
and interests, would not have filled the vacancy. 
There would have been no Democratic candidate.

It was to have been ex- 
erted in this instance to the complete nullification 
of the electoral privileges of the people of the 
state of Michigan, and this nullification would have 
been sanctioned by a man who began his candidacy 
with the statement that he would not lift a finger 
or spend a cent to be elected senator by the state 
of Michigan. | 
If successful, Mr. Ford’s plan would have de- 
pepe ay the principles of American government. 


OUT OF RUSSIA. 

We have had some protests to make, from time 
to time, against the policy, or, rather, the lack 
of policy, of keeping American soldiers in Russia. 
We could not understand, with any degree of 
clearness, what boys from Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin and Iowa could be accomplishing by force of 
arms in the frozen Archangel region. We are 
glad to hear that the government has called a 
halt to the farce and that the young men are to 
be brought home. 

We are bound to give credit for this movement 
to Mr. Frazier Hunt, who is representing THE 
TRIBUNE in Russia. It was Mr. Hunt's cable, un- 
censored, by the grace of God and a freezing 
journey on snowshoes, that set the whole foolish 
business before congress in a light that had been 
denied by the lid of the censor in Archangel. 

It was Mr. Hunt who told of the utter fallacy 
of continuing the Russian expedition and of the 
degree of loathing and inter-allied hatred into 
which the whole contingent has fallen. Nothing 
of this sort could ever have reached the national 
legislature through administrative cable channels. 
By means of honest information congress has 
been able to achieve a bit of retrenchment. It 
might be well to look farther into the matter of 
censorship with a view of obtaining news that 
will have some direct result, instead of glossing 
over episodes that persist until private enterprise 
exposes them. | 

At least the American soldiers in Russia wil) 
come home as soon as the ice melts; they might 
‘have been there another year, or perhaps forever, 
had not their situation been revealed in informa- 
tion which, however unpalatable to Americans, 
was nevertheless true.

DRUG LAW NEARLY FAILURE 

T seems clear that the Harrison act 

has not proven equal to the task of 

preventing drug addiction. Those ad- 

dicted in most instances established 
underground methods of getting ev.pplies. 
Some quit, but most of them did not. 
The cost of supplies is far greater than 
before the law went into effect, but 
somehow those who want it seem to be 
able to make or.to steal the money nec- 

We hear that a considerable number 
| of people have learned to use drugs since 
‘the law went into effect, being unafraid 
of the threatened stoppage of the supply. 
The reason is that the drug addict was 
mentally weak and perverse before he 
became an addict and such people are 
not controlled by the laws of logic and 
common sense. 

One reason the Harrison law has 
proven unsatisfactory is that it tried to 
make it too easy for the patent medicine 
manufacturer and the physician. Some- 
how we must get a law or laws permit- 
ting leas leeway to these groups. 

Some of the drugs should be com- 
pletely prohibited as to manufacture, 
sale and use. Dr. Bloeden says that in 
his opinion heroin should be dealt with 
in that manner. I was surprised to read 
his statement that the great majority 
of addicts are heroin users. The drug 
admits of easy adulteration, requires 
no apparatus to take, and can be readily 
; distributed. The men in charge of drug 
cure establishments tell me that it is 
hard to break a heroin user, harder than 


in the case of any other drug taker. 
somewhat 


Bloeden says that while heroin occupies 
a place of some importance in the equlip- 
ment of the physician it is by no means 
indispensable and it can be discarded 
entirely without serious results. 

Heroin is nothing more tha 
morphine. It would be weil were its 
manufacture, sale and use prohibited. 
I feel about the same way in regard to 
cocaine. This drug has many advantages 
as a local anesthetic, but we got along 
very well before it was discovered and we 
are much better equipped with harm. 
less local anesthetics now than we were 
then. I should Ike to see the manufac- 
ture and use of cocaine prohibited. 

Paregoric is the weakest form of opiate 
in use. It contains so small a dose of 
oplum that in the case of the Harrison 
law it received special consideration. 
Many persons interpret this as meaning 
that it is harmless. It ts therefore the 
more dangerous because it !s subtle. 
I should like to see its manufacture, sale 
and use prohibited. 

The new law should start in the sec-

the law, should restrict the number of 
people entitled to prescribe opiates, 
should prevent physicians from dispens-

AS TO FISCAL YEARS. 
Chicago, Feb, 17.—[Income Tax 
Editor.])—My partner and I own all of 
the capital stock of our company, the 
fiscal year of which ends Feb. 28. We 


have always filed, heretofore, our in- 
come tax report with the government 
in our fiscal year. 

As I interpret the new Jaw, section 
“C,” “Income from Partnerships, Per- 
sonal Service Corporations, etc., etc.”, 
under which our report will be filed, it 
is necessary for my partner and me in 
filing our individual schedules to take 
into account the past year’s 
of our corporation. .As the final date 
for filing schedules is March 15, and 
as this will not give us time to com- 
plete our corporation statement in or- 
der to file our individual schedules by 
March 15, would we be within the law 
if we filed our individual schedules 
within the sixty day period as hereto- 
fore after the end of our fiscal year? 
Yours very truly.—W. C. B. 

If corporation is a personal service corpo- 
ration, the law requires the stockholders to 
report in their individual schedules their re 
spective shares of the income of the corpo 
ration, both distributed and undistributed. 
In that event individual stockholders would 
not be able to complete individual schedules 


until after the end of the fiscal year of the| 


corporation. An estimated schedule would 
necessarily have to be filed on or ts3fore 
March 15 and leave obtained to file com- 
pleted schedule within the forty-five days 
allowed by the regulations of the department. 

If, on the other hand, the corporation is 
not a personal service corporation, as has 
been defined in answer to previous questions, 
the individuals should be able to prepare re- 
turns in advance of the corporation returns 
on the basis of the calendar year, as the only 
income from the corporation which they 
would have to show in the returns would be 
dividends received in the calendar year 1918.

Because of exigencies of space, a 
rather long discourse I wrote on the 
| neckbone of the pig lost out the other 
day. It was a defense of this bone as 
giving meat flavor, while I got enough 
meat from a pound of it.to make a 
chop suey for two, a dish people are 
perennially interested in, so that I am 
sorry my discourse was lost. 

Break up the bone, or have the 
butcher do it, and put on to boil in 
cold water to cover. Skim when the 
water boils. Add two stalks of celery 
cut fine and two onions sliced. Other 
vegetables may be adced as one 
pleases. Some people always think 
that some mushrooms must be used 
for chop suey, and always the crisp 
Chinese vegetables when procurable, 
but with the-two, celery and onions, 
it is possible to get good effects. The 
bone with the meat may be simmered 
one hour and the vegetables for only 
one half hour. 

Take up the meat and let the liquid 
with the vegetables boil down some- 
what if necessary. From a pound of
